The plows were kept going cuu- 
stautly all day.und the service was uot 
•uipeuded although the cars 
were 


forced to run on lutermitleut schedules. 
Out on the island the conditions were 
much worse than they were in 
city'aud the railways suffered more 
•overely, drifts many feet In depth be- 
Ing formed. The milkmen were great- 
ly delayed in getting Into Newport In 
the morning and bad the storm started 
a few hours earlier they would have 
found difficulty iu getting here at all.
